First argument by T, C. Early on the second proposition. 

Thin part of the ri men union is cloudy conrcoted 
with that under the first proposition, and therefore 
references must necessarily be made to what has 
been stated in our previous discussion, and when it 
may come in place, I expect to dispose of some of 
the remarks made by Bro. Time in his last reply. 

If (as I have tried to prove) the Paschal Lamb 
" was a type of Christ, then we may fairly conclude 
that Christ also expired on the cross the same day 
of the month and on the same boor of the day that 
tbe Paschal Lamb was sacrificed. This I wit) pre- 
sent to you more clearly as I proceed in this argu- 
ment. 

The time of Christ's last supper with his disci- 
plea was before the time that the Jews ate the le- 
gal Jewish paseover, for Christ was crucified on 
the preparation day, and that was always before 
the time of eating the legal Jewish passover, J no. 
19 : 81 Mark 15 : 42. Besides this, tbe "Jews 
would not enter the Judgment Hall lest they would 
be defiled and could not eat the passover." Hence 
» it is clear and certain that Christ's last supper was 
eaten before the time of the Jewish passover, as 
observed by the Jews. Bro. Time hus told you in 
bis last reply that I admitted thAt Christ ate the 
legal Jewish passover on the night of his betrayal, 
which ho says was one day before Christ was cru- 
cified, but I did not say so, and he is mistaken. 

It w*b, however, bis last supper, and he was cru- 
cified the next evening, but I deny that this proves 
that Christ was not tbe antitype, as Bro. Time told 
you, but on the contrary it furnishes prool that the 
type met the antitype right then and there, and tbe 
supper must necessarily have been before just what 
I have proposed to prove in t hie my second propo- 
sition. The sacrifice of the paschal lamb took 
place tbe next evening after tho eating-of the 
Lord's Bupper ; that is, it took place on the second 
evening of the 14th day of the month, between the 
two evenings. As the margin reads, Ex. 12 ; 5, 
that was between three and six o'clock. The Is 
raelites or Jews began their day at sunset, there- 
fore 6 o'clock was the beginning of the first even- 
ing of the day. Six o'clock is not between the two 
evenings, as Bro. Time told you in his last, lor 
there cat: be no time between the close of the four- 
teenth and the beginning of the fifteenth, that is 
, an utter impossibility, and Bro. Time knows bet- 
ter. You cannot place two points between each 
other, consequently the sacrifice of the paschal 
lamb could not have been at any other time than 
the second or last evening of the fourteenth, and 
that was the very hour in which Christ expired on 
tbe cross, immediately after three o'clock in the 
evening, for Mark 15 : 34 reads, "And at the ninth 
hour Jesue cried with a loud voice," etc. Imme- 
diately after that "one ran, and filling a sponge full 
of vinegar, put it on a reed and gave him to drink.'' 

Then, just after that, but fairly after the ninth 
hour, that is, after three o'clock, Jesus uttered an- 
other loud cry and gave tip tbe f host. This proves 
** that Christ expired on tbe cross, at the time, the 
hour, fixed for the sacrifice of the paschal lamb. 
' It is equally true that the crucifixion was on tbe 
day of the slaying of the sacrifice of the paschal 
lamb, for, as the dav on which Christ was cruci- 
fied was the Jews' preparation day, Jno. 19 : 21, It 
was therefore on the day the passover was killed, 
in the last part of tbe day, whereas the eating of 
tbe Jewish passover was in tbe first hours of the 
fifteenth of the month, after six o'clock, conse- 
quently, Christ did not eat the Jewish passover, 
but tbe day and hour of tbe slaying of the type and 
antitypt were the same. This had to be done on 
tbe preparation day, for on the next day, the fif- 
teenth, no servile work was permitted under the 
law of Moses. Num. 28:18; Leviticus 23 : 7 ; 
Ex. 12 ; 16. 

Now the feast of unleavened bread was on the 
fifteenth always. So reads the 6th verse of Lev. 
23rd chapter. Therefore the 14th was always the 


preparation day, and just before the fVaat of un- 
leavened bread and everything most be made ready 
before the close of the last evening of the 14th of 
tbe first month, for at six o'clock the feast time 
began. < It is therefore certain that Christ was cru- 
cified, and expired on the day ami hour fixed tor 
tbe sacrifice of the paschal lamb. 

This occurred three days before his resurrection, 
as foretold by himself that on the third day he 
wonld rise. Matt. 20: 19. Therefore Christ was 
crucified on Thursday evening and not on Friday, 
as is often claimed ; for if be rose, as Mark says, 
early in the morning on the first day of the week, 
then Friday was the first day after his crucifixion, 
Saturday ,iai the second, and Sunday the first day 
of the week, was the third day after the crucifixion 
of Christ, This proven the time ot the passover 
and of the crucifixion, wherein the type met the 
antitype. But now we read, Jno. 19: 31, that the 
next day was a Sabbath, and that "Sabbath was 
an holy day," and bo it was. John distinguishes 
this Sabbath from the Sabbath that followed. Tbe 
fifteenth was always a Highday Sabbath, and here 
now we have two Sabbaths together ; the first wan 
Friday, and the one that followed was Saturday— 
the regular weekly Sabbatb, so there is nothing 
here to conflict with the fact that Christ expired 
on the cross on the day and bonr fixed for the sac- 
rifice of tho paschal lamb, but in unison with tbe 
law and the prophets and in the fulfilling of the 
words of the Lord as he said, "With desire have I 
desired to eat this passover with you before I puffer, 
tor I Bay unto you I will not any more eat thereof 
until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God." Luke 
22 : 16. ThiB was not the legal Jewish passover, 
tt was Christ's passover for him and hi§ disciples, 
and was now fulfilled. 

Bro. Time told you that nothing can be fulfilled 
in the kingdom until the kingdom is here. Now 
we think our readers are ton well informed to be- 
lieve for a moment that Christ did not recognize 
his kingdom as having an existence, even at that 
time. When Christ said to his disciples, "The 
kingdom of heaven is among you," as the marginal 
reading has it, he clearly recognizes the presence 
of bis kingdom. So in Matt. 14: 38 he explains 
the kingdom to be composed of the children repre- 
senting the good seed. In many other passages 
Christ represented his kingdom as being present 
with his disciples, and Paul says, "They were 
translated into the kingdom of God's dear sou." 
Col. 1 ; 13. But Christ taught' his disciples to 
pray "Thy kingdom come," but this was spoken 
with reference to the growth and increase of bit 
kingdom, as we read, Isaiah 11 : 7, "Of the increase 
of his kingdom and government and peace there 
shall be no end." Again, "Until the knowledge of 
the Lord shall cover the earth as the waters cover 
the sea." Isaiah 11 : 9. 

For this we may continue to pray, although 
Christ's kingdom was set up over eighteen hundred 
years ago, and as spoken by Daniel the prophet, 
"A atone was cut out of the mountain without 
hands, it became a great mountain and filled the 
whole earth." 

Firtt answer of L. A. Time on tbe second proposition . 

TNTRODUCTOR1 , 

In this reply it is expedient to call attention to 
the fact that there is no such term as "legal Jewish 
passover" authorized by scripture. It is self-nul- 
lifying. It is like a snake trying to swallow itself. 
There was a legal or a Lord's passover and there 
was another passover which was not the Lord's, 
and the apostle John called that the Jewish pass- 
over, or the passover of the Jews. The expression 
occurs twice in the Bible only, and both are tbe 
language of St. John. 2 : 13 ; 6 : 4. The term 
"Legal Jewish Passover" is a misnomer; and has 
no foundation in logio or tbe scriptures. But 
Early seemed not disposed to venture upon any 
examination of tbe questions involved without thus 
shaping the propositions. As space ia limited, I 
will drop tbe tine of argument here and take it up 
next week, and prove that there was no passover 
of the Jews before Christ commenced his public 
ministry, and then prove by fixed evidence that 
Christ eat his passover at tbe exact time appointed 
in tbe law, and that he wan crucified on Friday.

In most instances if not all there is a 
spirit and a pettish disposition of revenge apparent 
that tells too plainly that we are like the child, to 
which a celebrated philosopher compared bis life 
playing on the beach at gathering pretty pebbles 
while tbe great ocean of truth lay undiscovered be- 
fore it. 

If we cannot rise above looking to the German 
BaptiBt church for our increase we can never hope 
to rise to any prominence in the religious world. 
We will always be looked upon by intelligent peo- 
ple as a faction of the old church. Aim this very 
fact is already cramping our usefulness, dwarfing 
the results) of our work.' In many parts of the 
brotherhood a minister is looked upon with dis- 
favor unless be is able to steal a march upon some 
unsuspecting Dunks rd church and carry off a 
score or more of proselytes. What. Are all men 
converted ? Has tbe world grown ao good that we 
can find no sinners to con vert, that we must do 
tfais thing to build up our causa ? Better bave 
no cause. Now once tor all let us call a halt on 
this work, bid our brethren God-speed and let 
them do all the good they can in their appointed 
place while we do the same in ours. Fcr my purt,- 
I would be pleased if our church never received 
another accession from the ranks of the German 
Baptist church as the fundamental principles of 
our church are so utterly different that it is next 
to an impossibility to make a good "Progressive" 
out of a good "Conservative" (and bad ones we do 
not want.) 

The bed-reck principle of our church is, (if I 
know anything about it) that a man must be con- 
verted, must have the assurance of that conversion 
in his heart, must feel that he is saved, before be 
attends to tbe ordinances of God's church and then 
he attends to them because of the love of God in 
bis heart and to grow richer in grace and 
knowledge of the power of God unto salvation by 
observing the commands given by his dear Saviour 
for that purpose and does not do them in order 
that he may be saved by ao doing, or because they 
are essential to salvation. If we dig deep down 
into this one truth, we can see the force of my 
proposition as relates to the two churches. 

"Progressives" believe that it is necessary to 
have Christ in tbe heart first of all and that a re- 
ligion tbat does not teach us to know whether we 
are children of God or not is not worth having. 

Let us get to work to lay before the world a 
religion tbat is broad enough and deep enough to 
recognize tbe fact that God's plan is a perfect plan 
and needs neither creed nor mandate to fence tbe 
sheep in tbe fold. 

A religion that will reach to the lowest depths 
for sinners and with God's all powerful help make 
useful, earnest Christians of them and not sectarian 
fanatics.
